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REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR FOR THE YEAR 
1922 
THE IDEAL 


The Cleveland Museum of Art is many things in one. To 
some it is no doubt only a white marble building, austere under 
gray skies, dazzling under blue, and with charming reflections 
in the quiet waters of Wade Park Pond. To others it is a monu- 
ment to a few generous citizens whose foresight and liberality, 
expressed in land and money, made it possible. To others it is 
the gateway to various kinds of paradise; to release from sordid 
thoughts and the ever present and too pressing cares of life; to 
a coveted chance to see beautiful things and through them to 
wander on the wings of imagination back through time and out 
to all corners of the world; to a fraternity with the great cre- 
ative minds of the past. To yet others it represents an oppor- 
tunity to serve, and to learn more and more that they may 
serve still more wisely. 

These aspects and many others the Museum wears to the 
thousands of people who are learning to make a wider and more 
intimate use of its opportunities for enjoyment, and culture, 
and spiritual inspiration. 

The museum ideal of service has developed so rapidly, with 
the new facilities and a fuller comprehension of the possible 
scope of museum responsibility, that it seems inevitable that 
the alert museum must become to an even greater degree one 
of the leading agencies for spiritual development. 

In this Museum the ideal from the first has been to create a 
place of beauty, the abode of the Muses, where all forms of 
loveliness would be at home, and where beauty of surroundings 
and of arrangement would enhance the charm of individual 
objects. It has been our belief that the blending with this 
beauty of objects and surroundings of a warm-hearted and in- 
telligent desire to serve would inevitably develop a human, 
tangible spirit, which, speaking through the sensibilities, would 
come to be recognized as the spirit of the Museum. And now, 
with the Memorial organ invisibly installed, it would seem that 
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this spirit of the Museum has become audible as well as visible 
and that the power of this spirit to make itself felt has become 
immeasurably increased. 

It is gratifying to note that many of our more sensitive visi- 
tors have spoken of the Museum as being in an unusual way 
human and warm-hearted. One of these, the eminent critic, 
Royal Cortissoz, recently paid this tribute in an address in an 
eastern city: 

“You have doubtless heard of the New England farmer who, 
having lost his wife, admitted all her virtues but ended by 
saying: ‘Somehow, I never liked her.’ It is that way, sometimes, 
with the public and our museums. The public comes, it pays, it 
does what it can to support the museum, but somehow it never 
likes it. Why? Because so many museums are so strangely 
dehumanized, so wanting in a really sympathetic presentation 
of their treasures. If you want to see an ideal example of the man- 
ner in which a museum should be built and administered go to 
Cleveland and see the museum there. It was planned, to begin 
with, in a delightful way, it has attractive rooms, attractive 
vistas. It has a court that by itself is one of the finest things in 
any museum anywhere. Then all the fine things the museum 
possesses—and it has many—are installed so skilfully, so 
charmingly, that they cease to be mere ‘specimens’ but are 
vital parts in a living organism. Finally the Cleveland museum 
is run with extraordinary close contact with the public. I was 
there a while ago on the eve of their campaign for new mem- 
bers. It was being organized with a gusto that did your heart 
good. It swept the whole city into a state of good feeling, warm 
human feeling, for the museum, and naturally I got, shortly 
after the campaign ended, an account of it all, with figures, that 
spelled complete success. I love that museum. It has a heart. 
There is a horribly pedantic term much in use amongst museum 
experts; they speak of things ‘museological.’ You think, when 
you hear it, of a coldly scientific place and atmosphere. In 
Cleveland it would be out of place. The museum is warmly 
alive, interesting, charming. It is a model.” 


GENERAL 


The past year has been important in several respects, but 
most notable, perhaps, for the dedication in the spring of the 
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McMyler Memorial organ and the completion of the $200,000 
McMyler Musical Endowment Fund. In the latter part of the 
year there came, through Mr. Wade’s generous initiative and the 
help of many friends, the establishment of the General Endow- 
ment Fund of over $720,000 (the income of which is to be used 
primarily for operating expenses) and the addition of $200,000 
to the J. H. Wade Fund. This makes a total of over one million 
dollars of new endowment recorded for the year. 

The increased income from endowment, added to a net gain 
of several hundred new members, has made it possible to plan 
our work for the coming year without seriously curtailing 
activities, but rather looking toward a normal increase of 
service. With all of the effort made to economize during the 
past year it has nevertheless been necessary to use $9,815.26 of 
the accumulated income of the Charles W. Harkness Endow- 
ment Fund in order to meet expenses at the close of the year 
and to refund money borrowed from one of the restricted 
income funds. 

It is recognized that any growing institution must expect an 
annual increase in operating expenses; but it is a satisfaction to 
note the decreasing percentage of annual increase in actual 
operating expenses. Commencing with 1918 the increase over 
1917 (the first full year of operation) was 22%; for 1919 over 
1918, 23%; for 1920 over Ig19, 14%; for 1921 over 1920, 
12%; and for 1922 over 1921, 16% (including $35,000 additional 
for two new departments, or a decrease of $400 if figured on the 
old basis); while the estimated budget for 1923 is only 7% 
more than that for 1922. 

This report of the Director is intended to furnish only a brief 
survey of the work of the year. The subjoined reports submit- 
ted by Curators and other heads of departments will, however, 
be found to contain much important detail, and all who are 
interested in the work of the Museum are urged to read them 
with care. These departmental reports give a better idea of the 
variety of the work carried on, both within and without our 
walls, than can be given in a survey summarizing them. The 
Annual Report is issued in this form to enable our members to 
become more familiar with the points of view and special inter- 
ests of those who share with the Director responsibility for the 
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success of the Museum, and to whom is due the praise for our 
concerted accomplishments. 

Few perhaps realize that ninety men and women were em- 
ployed in the various phases of the Museum work the last week 
in December. Of these four were temporarily employed, and of 
the rest all but twenty-three were giving full time service. A 
smoothly-running organization has been gradually developed, 
and it is believed that the adoption in 1919 of an annual bonus 
payment of $25 for each year of continuous service (with a 
maximum of $150 yearly) has aided in holding the organiza- 
tion together. It is interesting to note that next June twelve 
employees will receive the maximum payment denoting six 
years or more service, as against six last year. This continuous 
service is the more important because the longer one works in 
the Museum the more fully is he filled with the love of it and 
what it stands for, and with a desire to give his best service, 
that the usefulness and beauty of the Museum may be in- 
creased. 


THE TRUSTEES 


During the year 1922 the Board of Trustees held eight regular 
meetings and the Executive Committee met once. There have 
been no changes in the Board membership, and attendance has 
been fairly regular, although prolonged absences from the city 
of several Trustees have made it difficult at times to secure a 
quorum. Mr. Wade sailed for Europe in June and continued 
his trip to the Orient. Mr. Severance also left in June for sev- 
eral months in Europe, and Mr. William G. Mather went to 
Japan in October to be gone the balance of the year, and there 
were the usual out-of-town trips by the other Trustees. 


THE ADVISORY COUNCIL 


The Advisory Council has not been called together for a joint 
meeting but the Director and Staff have had many occasions 
to call upon individual councilors for advice. 

The death of William A. Price on December sixteenth re- 
moved from the Council one whose advice had been valued and 
whose interest and encouragement in several phases of the 
work will be greatly missed. 
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THE STAFF 

Regular fortnightly meetings of the Staff have been held on 
the first and third Thursdays of each month except June, July, 
August, and September, at which each Department head re- 
ported on matters of interest, and matters of general concern 
were discussed. On the alternate Thursdays the Curators met 
with the Director for discussion of the problems pertaining to 
their special work. These meetings have gone far to build up a 
better understanding of the ideals of the Museum and how 
each Department is working towards the common end. 

The well-organized Staff of 1921 began to disintegrate in 
December when Miss Numsen and Mr. McKee resigned. These 
resignations were followed in January by that of Mr. MacLean, 
who left on the twenty-second, of Miss Blair, who left on 
March thirty-first, and of Mr. McCabe in August, all three 
following Mr. McKee and “the course of empire” to The Art 
Institute of Chicago; from which Mr. MacLean and Miss Blair 
have since resigned to go to The John Herron Art Institute of 
Indianapolis. These five withdrawals called for considerable 
readjustment of the Staff, but before the year closed the gaps 
in the ranks had been satisfactorily filled, in most cases by 
promotions or rearrangement of tasks. 

Miss Sill was first made Assistant Librarian in Charge, but 
before the year closed was promoted to be Librarian. 

I. T. Frary was placed in charge of a combined Membership 
and Publicity Department, giving full time to the Museum as 
Membership and Publicity Secretary. 

Miss Ethel F. Cook succeeded Miss Blair as Secretary to the 
Director, for which position she had been an understudy for 
some months. 

John W. McCabe, for some years assistant to the Superin- 
tendent, succeeded his brother in September as Superintendent 
of Buildings and Grounds. 

In September Theodore Sizer was appointed joint Curator of 
Prints and of Oriental Art. Pending his appointment Miss 
Arthur had taken charge of the prints and she continued as 
assistant in the Department. 

In July Mr. Surette became Advisor to the Department of 
Musical Arts, Mr. Moore becoming Curator, and in October 
Arthur W. Quimby was appointed Assistant. 
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John Benson, for over six years assistant to the Superintend- 
ent, and beloved by everyone in the Museum organization, 
died on March ninth after a protracted illness. His cheery, 
competent presence will long be missed. 

Miss Underhill sailed on June twenty-second for two months 
in Europe. Mr. Milliken left on July twenty-second for a 
longer term, returning in November. In consultation with Mr. 
Wade in Paris important purchases were made for the Museum. 

In addition to lectures and conferences in the Museum, 
members of the Staff have given talks outside the Museum on 
many occasions and have had articles published, all of which 
are listed on pages 82 to 84. 


MEMBERSHIP 


The report of the Membership Secretary on page 63 gives 
details of the membership work but attention is called to the 
substantial increase in the membership, largely due to the well- 
organized campaign following “Museum Week” in October. 
Unfortunately the large gains in new members were in part 
offset by an accumulation of cancellations for non-payment of 
subscriptions. 

Attention should also be called to the special services ren- 
dered to members, including the reservation of seats up to ten 
minutes before the hour of lectures and the special classes for 
children of members on Saturday mornings, which are becoming 
so popular as to have already exceeded the capacity of the 
rooms available for such purposes. 

Three special events were held for members—the dedicatory 
organ recital on March fourth, the Private View for the Annual 
Exhibition of Work by Cleveland Artists and Craftsmen on 
May first, and the Private View for the Annual Exhibition of 
Contemporary American Painting on June eighth. 


ATTENDANCE 


The attendance for the year was 325,400, which is 6,006 less 
than that for 1921. Only 9,201 of these were paid admissions 
or only one in thirty-five. The loss was in January and Febru- 
ary and in the summer months, all the other months showing 
substantial gains over the preceding year. It is very significant 
that of the total attendance 97,796 or more than 30% attended 
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lectures, talks, or recitals, or received some library assistance 
or other form of assistance from members of the Museum Staff.

FINANCES 


The Treasurer’s Report (pages 89-91) gives the facts as re- 
gards the finances of the Museum for the year as shown by the 
books. This should, however, be supplemented with a state- 
ment as to Trust Funds in our hands and those not in the pos- 
session of the Museum but the income from which is available 
for various purposes. 

The Membership Endowment Fund is made up of the gross 
amount received from Life Members and all money received 
from contributors in the Fellowship and Benefactor classes. The 
principal is now invested in securities paying about six per cent, 
and the income is available for any Museum purposes at the 
discretion of the Trustees. It is hoped later that the income 
may be again used for purchases, but at present the other in- 
come is not sufficient to make this possible. 

The Charles W. Harkness Endowment Fund is available as 
to income at the discretion of the Trustees, but is used for ex- 
penses only in emergencies. 

In addition to income from The John Huntington Art and 
Polytechnic Trust and The Horace Kelley Art Foundation, 
which own the building jointly and make annual grants to- 
wards the cost of operation, but which are separate organi- 
zations, the Museum receives the income from the following

In addition to the above the Museum is beneficiary under 
several wills; but in all cases so far reported heirs have a life 
interest in the income, the principal sum not coming to the 
Museum until such life interest has expired. The largest of 
these known bequests is one of $100,000. 

For the purpose of comparison we give on page 85 tables show- 
ing operating expenses from 1916 to 1922 inclusive, and the income 
for the same period. It is a matter of considerable pride that 
each year the expenses have been kept within the estimated 
budget, and usually enough has been saved to more than meet 
the employees’ bonus payments, which for the year 1922 
amounted to $4,475. 


THE COLLECTIONS 


There have been added to the collections during the year by 
gift 521 items, by purchase 129, a total of 650 items. The re- 
ports of Curators tell of these in some detail, but mention 
should be made of the splendid gifts of The Print Club; the fine 
group of Whistler etchings presented by Mr. and Mrs. Ralph 
King; the remarkable eleventh century ivories presented by 
J. H. Wade; the large painted terra cotta by Giovanni della 
Robbia from Samuel Mather; the furniture, enamels, and 
armor given by Mr. and Mrs. John L. Severance; the portrait 
by Duveneck and other paintings presented by Mrs. H. A. 
Everett; and the very important Louis XVI table from an 
anonymous donor. 

The collections have had much care and study, and many 
objects have been remounted and prepared for more attractive 
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exhibition. Considerable work has been done in preparation of 
copy for new labels, which will be installed early in the new 
year. 

In addition to the collections owned by the Museum or lent 
temporarily, it has the permanent custody of the Huntington, 
Kelley, and Hurlbut collections which are technically loans but 
actually in our charge. These collections receive constant care 
and are from time to time improved by additions and exchanges, 
in accordance with the contract between the Museum and the 
owners. 


EXHIBITIONS 


A number of important exhibitions were held during the year, 
as noted in the reports of Curators. A full list of special exhi- 
bitions for the year will be found on page 81. 

The Annual Exhibition of Work by Cleveland Artists and 
Craftsmen continues to absorb more of the time and interest of 
the Staff than any other exhibit. A new development is the 
purchase by a few Trustees and other friends, of eight paintings 
from the last exhibit for presentation to the schools of Cleve- 
land. These are now on circuit among the schools and ulti- 
mately each will find a place in an appropriate school building. 
It is hoped to continue this plan at each succeeding exhibition. 
The thanks of the Museum are tendered to Messrs. Albert 
Sterner, Hugh H. Breckenridge, and Ellsworth Woodward, 
who served as Jurors and thus aided largely in maintaining 
the quality and success of the exhibit. 


PUBLICATIONS 


The Bulletin has been the only publication of the year, but 
others are in preparation, and it now seems probable that the 
year 1923 will be notable for two important publications now 
in press, as well as this first Annual Report. It is hoped to add 
to these, if possible, a much called for gallery handbook. 


DEPARTMENTAL DEVELOPMENT 


The reports of Curators will show the development of the 
various departments. Each is naturally keenly interested in his 
own special field, and it becomes the duty of the Director to 
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try, so far as funds and opportunity permit, to maintain a 
balanced Museum with no overgrown and unwieldy department 
dominating the whole. 

This balance has been fairly well maintained, considering the 
disruption of our Staff in the early part of the year, although 
too few additions were made to the Oriental, Egyptian, Classi- 
cal, and Colonial collections, either by gift or by purchase. 
With Mr. Sizer here to further develop interest in Oriental art, 
and Mr. Howard placed temporarily in charge of the Classical 
and Egyptian collections, it is believed the year 1923 will see 
suitable additions to all of these, as well as important gaps 
filled in our Department of Early American Art. 


THE DEPARTMENT OF MUSICAL ARTS 


The dedication of the organ on March fourth and the an- 
nouncement of the establishment of an endowment fund of 
$200,000, in memory of P. J. McMyler, to maintain the organ 
and the newly organized Department of Musical Arts, were 
events of great importance in museum history. At the time of 
dedication announcement was made that the donors were Mrs. 
P. J. McMyler, Gertrude McMyler (now Mrs. Raymond Elliott 
Lawrence), and Mrs. Charles F. Briggs. 

Regular organ recitals have been given and a constructive 
program to develop musical appreciation carried out, as de- 
scribed in Mr. Moore’s report on page 53. 


EDUCATIONAL WORK 


The demands made upon the Museum for interpretation of 
its treasures grows apace. The reading of Mr. Howard’s report 
(page 56), with its remarkable statistics of service rendered, will 
convince even the skeptic of the extent to which the Museum is 
being used. The Children’s Museum continues a stimulating in- 
fluence and too popular for comfort on Saturdays and Sundays. 
In every way the demands upon the Department have grown, 
until it is now badly hampered for lack of room and is eagerly 
awaiting the arrival of some fairy godmother or godfather who 
will wave a golden wand and make possible the new Children’s 
Museum. We know where we wish it built, have tentative 
plans for it, and sooner or later someone, with a purse as large 
as his vision, will have the inestimable privilege of giving to the 
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children of Cleveland this new opportunity for pleasure, 
inspiration and helpful recreation. 

The relation with the Board of Education, and with the Head- 
quarters Staff from Superintendent Jones down, continues ideal 
and such as to make us envied by all who have found it difficult 
to establish such harmonious contacts. Increasing numbers are 
cared for by Miss Horton and an assistant, while our Educa- 
tional Department is working with a growing number of addi- 
tional classes. 

THE LIBRARY 


Attention should be especially called to the report of Miss 
Sill on page 65. The importance of an adequate Museum 
Library cannot be overestimated, and increased funds must be 
found to add books which are absolutely necessary for the use 
of Curators and students. But the largest library is only valu- 
able to the extent that it can be intelligently used, and de- 
pendence must be placed upon those in charge. Every Depart- 
ment in the Museum is under obligations to Miss Sill and her 
assistants for the care, intelligence, and promptness with which 
they answer innumerable inquiries, and for their fine under- 
standing of the resources of the Library. 


THE PRINT CLUB 


One of the important factors in the development of our Print 
Department has been The Print Club, an auxiliary organization 
of print lovers. The annual meeting was held on January tenth 
at the home of Mr. and Mr. Ralph King, at which time David 
Keppel gave a talk on Forain. 

Two informal meetings were held in the Print Study Room of 
the Museum in March. On the twenty-first Henry G. Keller 
gave a demonstration of etching which was much enjoyed, and 
on the twenty-eighth FitzRoy Carrington talked informally on 
the history of prints, illustrating his talk with a group of etch- 
ings and engravings. On September twenty-ninth a private 
view of the Exhibition of Etchings from seven dealers was held, 
when Club members were invited to meet Mr. Sizer. On this 
occasion Mr. Moore played a series of his own organ composi- 
tions portraying musically moods inspired by Museum objects. 

The Print Club spent during the year $570.90 for the pur- 
chase of books on prints for the Library and purchased 143 
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prints costing $11,514.31 for presentation to the Museum, a 
total expenditure of $12,085.21. Truly a remarkable record! 

The following officers were elected at the annual meeting: 
President, L. C. Hanna, Jr.; Vice-Presidents, RatpH M. Coe, 
H. A. Hauxuurst and Mrs. Matcotm L. McBripe; Treasurer, 
H. A. Hauxuurst; Secretary, Cart A. Lonmann; Assistant 
Secretary and Treasurer, F. ALLEN WuirTING. 


CO-OPERATION 


The Cleveland Museums Council (composed of the directors 
of four local museums) met several times during the year to 
discuss inter-museum problems. These meetings have resulted 
in a better understanding by all of what each museum is plan- 
ning to do. It has already led to transfer of material, to advice 
as to proper disposition of objects offered which were on the 
borderland between art, science, or history. It is also bringing 
about a fuller codperation in order that the museums of Cleve- 
land may avoid duplication and fully meet their joint respon- 
sibility to the community. 

The Cleveland Museum of Natural History became estab- 
lished early in the year in their new quarters in the residence at 
2717 Euclid Avenue, and on June twenty-third opened their 
first temporary exhibition rooms. The staffs of the two mu- 
seums work in close harmony and it is hoped as their facilities 
are extended to develop significant joint educational programs. 

At the meeting of The American Association of Museums in 
Buffalo your Director was re-elected President. He has given 
some time, with other officers of the Association, to working 
out constructive plans for the development of the scope and 
usefulness of the Association. It now seems probable that these 
plans will come to successful fruition before the next conven- 
tion, which meets from April fourth to seventh at Charleston, 
South Carolina, to celebrate the one hundred and fiftieth anni- 
versary of the founding of the first museum in America in that 
charming old city. 

The Director attended in New York in April the meeting of 
the Association of Art Museum Directors, which followed the 
sessions of the College Art Association in Philadelphia. He was 
delegate to the annual convention of The American Federation 
of Arts in Washington, acting as Chairman of the Resolutions 
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Committee. Mr. Howard was also a delegate, presenting a 
paper on “Winning the People,” and taking an active part in 
the discussions. The Director and Mr. Frary, with the advice 
of Vice-President King, are assisting in the effort to secure addi- 
tional associate members for the Federation in Cleveland and 
vicinity. 

The Staff have made every effort to codperate in the fullest 
way with all of the local organizations with whom helpful con- 
tacts could be made. As a means of better mutual understand- 
ing members of the Staff have, for instance, attended and par- 
ticipated at various meetings of the Inter-Arts Supper Club. 

The report of Mr. Howard shows how widespread is the co- 
dperation of the Educational Department with the colleges and 
Normal Schools, as well as with the public, parochial, and 
private grade schools. 

This codperation has extended beyond the city limits to in- 
clude a large group of teachers, who held in January in our hall 
a Teachers’ Institute; to several sectional meetings of super- 
visors and principals for demonstrations of the use of Museum 
facilities; and to the Northeastern Ohio Teachers’ Association 
which held sessions in the Museum in October. The Cleveland 
School of Art sends students to lectures, for work in the Library 
and galleries, and has used our lecture hall for graduation 
exercises. 

The College for Women sends students constantly for thesis 
work, and has used the lecture hall for several special lectures 
on art subjects. In October a special lecture was given by a 
trained speaker for the deaf, in codperation with the Speech 
Readers Guild. 

We have had the privilege of entertaining prospective don- 
ors, architects, or building committees from a number of differ- 
ent cities, and in some cases have been asked for definite advice, 
even to the study of plans and making recommendations for 
possible improvements. All such visits and opportunities to 
lend our experience to others are always interesting and stimu- 
lating. Advice and assistance have been given to those plan- 
ning the installation of Mr. Terry’s important collection of war 
material at Nela Park. 

The Department of Musical Arts is in close and sympathetic 
codperation with the Cleveland Symphony Orchestra, the Insti- 
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tute of Music, and the Music School Settlement, whose musi- 
cians are frequently engaged to illustrate interpretative talks. 

On June thirteenth the privileges of the Museum were ex- 
tended to the local Garden Clubs for entertainment of The 
Garden Club of America. Mr. Bailey gave an illustrated talk 
on Trees in the Lecture Hall followed by a program on the 
organ by James H. Rogers. 

At various times the Lecture Hall or other smaller rooms 
have been used for special purposes by the colleges, the Library 
School, and The Mid-Western Chapter of Landscape Archi- 
tects. 

Your Director has endeavored to keep in touch with the art 
interests of the city and to extend the influence of the Museum 
by work with other organizations. He has served as member of 
the City Plan Committee and the Committee on Education at 
the Chamber of Commerce; has been a member of the Court of 
Honor for the Boy Scouts, and tried, through membership in 
the Cleveland Society of Artists and the Society of Architects, 
to keep in touch with these respective groups. But the days 
and evenings are too short to enable one person to make, and 
keep alive, many of the desirable contacts in a great city like 
Cleveland. Now that our organization is again running smooth- 
ly it is hoped to find more freedom for the many important 
activities which carry one without our marble walls. 

To all members of the Staff and other employees of the 
Museum the Director wishes to express his thanks and appre- 
ciation for their whole-hearted service and enthusiastic support. 
There were many times during the year when the office workers 
and others have been called upon for hours of extra work and 
their spirit of willingness and interest on such occasions has 
been remarkable and has had much to do with the successful 
record for the year.

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THE DEPARTMENT OF DECORATIVE ARTS 
M. Curator 


During the past year the Department of Decorative Arts has 
added quite a number of acquisitions to the collection, both by 
gift and purchase. These cover in a general way the various 
sections of the Department’s activities. 

In the field of sculpture, some very noteworthy items have 
been acquired. They include a small marble relief of the Lom- 
bard School, attributed to Giovanni Antonio Amadeo, pur- 
chased from the Dudley P. Allen Fund; and a glazed terra cotta 
relief of the Entombment, the gift of Samuel Mather. This in- 
teresting relief is Italian, probably made in Faenza in one of the 
majolica workshops. Of foremost importance is the painted 
terra cotta Christ and the Samaritan Woman, by Giovanni 
della Robbia. This was also presented by Samuel Mather, and 
takes a most important place in the collection of Renaissance 
art. Last year Mr. Wade presented the Museum with a relief of 
glazed terra cotta, by Benedetto Buglioni, characteristic of the 
influence of Andrea della Robbia. The new Mather gift gives 
us a fine representative example of the work of Giovanni, 
Andrea’s son and pupil. It has an interesting provenance, com- 
ing from a Franciscan convent in the small town of San Miniato 
al Tedesco near Empoli. A painted wooden Virgin and Child, 
Italian, fourteenth century, was presented by J. H. Wade. This 
fine and impressive figure gains added importance in the collec- 
tion from the presence of Mr. Mather’s gift. The new Virgin 
and Child is the only example of Pre-Renaissance Italian sculp- 
ture in the Museum. It is of the Pisan School, when it was under 
the influence of Nino Pisano. 

The most important single purchase in the field of French 
Gothic Art was a Virgin and Child, fourteenth century, of the 
School of Ile-de-France, which was the gift of J. H. Wade. This 
beautiful and characteristic example of French art in its most 
refined and gracious aspect has filled a great want in the collec- 
tion. Through the generosity of Messrs. Stora of Paris, a small 
marble head of a mourner, coming from the monastery of Pob- 
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let in Spain, was received. This is an interesting document 
showing the strong influence of Burgundian models upon Span- 
ish art. No other purchases were made, but the collections 
were augmented for a time by a kind loan from Samuel Mather 
of an early fourteenth century wooden Virgin and Child and an 
early sixteenth century relief of stone, representing a Baptism. 

It has been the aim of the Department to endeavor to form a 
group of the smaller objets d’art which, so beautiful in them- 
selves, go far towards expressing the artistic ideals of a period. 
A very happy start had been made in this direction by the gift 
of three ivories from J. H. Wade, and another small ivory, the 
gift of Arnold Seligmann, Rey and Company, all of which are 
German, Rhenish, of the second half of the eleventh century. 
These are pieces which rank among the things of first import- 
ance in the Museum collections. They are the first ivories to be 
acquired, and it is hoped that others may be added from time to 
time. Through the kindness of Mr. and Mrs. John L. Severance 
two exquisite plaques of translucent enamel on silver were also 
added to the group. These lovely and rare examples of enamel 
work no doubt formed at one time a decoration upon the ex- 
tremities of a processional cross. A fine champlevé enamel 
chasse of the thirteenth century, made in Limoges, the greatest 
center of this craft, was lent to the Museum by Samuel Mather 
and made a most interesting exhibition in Gallery III. 

Minor additions have been made to the textile collection 
through the gifts of Mrs. F. W. Fitch, Mrs. C. H. Koch, Miss 
Ellen Luck, and by purchase through the Dudley P. Allen 
Fund. These latter include a group of Peruvian textiles. An 
interesting set of five large tapestries, Flemish, end of the six- 
teenth century, was lent also for a period by Salmon P. Halle. 

The collection of furniture has been quite inadequate and this 
lack has been stressed in the past. However, during the last 
year, numerous additions have been made by purchase or gift, 
which make a start towards an adequate representation. Among 
pieces purchased from the Dudley P. Allen Fund were three 
English arm chairs of different periods, a pair of Sheraton side 
tables, and a Sheraton or Adam cabinet. In addition, two 
Queen Anne chairs and a Chippendale pole screen were added 
to the John Huntington collection. These comprise the acqui- 
sitions in English furniture. A number of pieces, illustrative of 
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the French cabinet maker’s art, have also been acquired. These 
are a walnut sixteenth century table, a coffret 4 mariage of the 
Louis XVI Period, a Louis XV and a Louis XVI arm chair, all 
purchased from the Dudley P. Allen Fund. Through the splen- 
did gift of an anonymous donor, a console, designed and signed 
by Weisweiler, was acquired. This is the most important ex- 
ample of furniture in the Museum collection. It is particularly 
fine in design and in workmanship and belonged at one time to 
the Duchesse d’Angouléme, daughter of Louis XVI, who pre- 
sented it to Jean Deschamps. It later came from his grand- 
son’s collection. Two walnut chairs, late Louis XIV in style, 
just at the point of transition to the Louis XV style, were given 
by Mr. and Mrs. John L. Severance. 

To the ceramic collection, a tea cup and saucer has been pre- 
sented by Mrs. Paul E. Kroehle. 

Lawrence Hitchcock, a generous donor of medals in the past, 
has added two medals in duplicate to his collection of French 
war medals. Other additions of medallic art include the Condon 
medal, and the Cleveland 125th Anniversary medal, presented 
by the Medallic Art Company; a bronze medal, presented by 
Sefior LeBreton, the Ambassador from Argentina, and the 
memorial for Joseph Choate, by Herbert Adams, purchased by 
the Dudley P. Allen Fund. Important loans in the field of 
sculpture in bronze include Uphill, and Downhill, by Anna 
Hyatt, lent by Ralph King; and the group of modern 
bronzes by Rodin, Bourdelle, and others, which Salmon P. 
Halle has been kind enough to lend at various times to the 
Museum. 

In the field of armor, acquisitions include a corselet, the gift 
of C. O. von Kienbusch, and a flintlock pistol, the gift of Dr. 
J. M. Politzer. 

To the painting collection, handled by this Department, 
there were a number of important gifts during the year. These 
include five American paintings: From the Elevated, by Fred 
Wagner, presented by H. H. Johnson; Sacred Birds, by Irving 
Couse, the gift of Mr. and Mrs. F. E. Drury; the Forest Prime- 
val, by Charles S. Chapman, the gift of the National Academy 
of Design, through the Ranger Fund; and The Venetian Girl, 
by Frank Duveneck, the gift of Mrs. Henry A. Everett, as a 
memorial to her daughter, Dorothy Burnham Everett. This 
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splendid example of Duveneck’s work is interesting from its 
intrinsic merit as well as from the fact that it is the work of one 
of the most important artists whom the state of Ohio has pro- 
duced. Another painting, Overlooking the Mediterranean, by 
Zander Warshawsky, was presented anonymously. At the 
same time paintings by Sanford R. Gifford and Albert Bier- 
stadt, worthy representatives of early American painting, were 
added to the Hinman B. Hurlbut collection. Two additional 
canvases were bought by this fund: The Maine Coast, by Rock- 
well Kent, and Stag at Sharkey’s, by George W. Bellows, both 
outstanding examples of two of the strongest American painters 
of today. Mary Cassatt, although she has lived in France most 
of her life and although her art is distinctly in the French tra- 
dition, should be ranked as an American painter. The fine can- 
vas by her, A Woman Leaning on her Right Hand, was given 
anonymously during the past year. 

The Rainbow, a canvas by Jean Charles Cazin, came to the 
Museum as a bequest of Mary Cowles Chisholm. It ranks as 
an exceptionally important example of Cazin’s work. Mrs. 
Henry A. Everett also added a painting by Victor Charreton. 

There have been, in addition, many important loans during 
the past year. Mrs. Henry A. Everett, with her great interest 
in American art and with her unfailing generosity to the Mu- 
seum, has lent canvases by Puthuff, Gardner Symons, Guy 
Rose, Benjamin Brown, Orrin White, Robert Vonnoh, Edgar 
Payne, Wallace DeWolf, Jack Wilkinson Smith, Charles Rus- 
sell, Carl Nordell, W. F. Hutchison and George M. Bruestle. 
These numerous loans enabled the Museum to show the work 
of many men not represented in the permanent collection. 
Another generous lender has been Hoyt L. Warner, who lent 
a large group of paintings, drawings, and aquatints, by Arthur 
B. Davies. Other loans included a landscape, by Henry Golden 
Dearth, lent by George E. Gage; a portrait of Colonel J. J. 
Sullivan, by E. Hodgson Smart, and a portrait of Myron T. 
Herrick, by Philip A. deLaszlo, lent by The Cleveland Cham- 
ber of Commerce; a portrait by William J. Edmondson, lent 
by Mrs. Alvah S. Chisholm; three paintings, lent by the Right 
Reverend Joseph Schrembs; an Ernest Lawson, lent by Mrs. 
A. A. Abbott; the Comtesse de Belfort, by Raphael Mengs and 
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another canvas lent by Mrs. H. C. Wick; and also a fine 
Inness, of his Italian period, lent anonymously. 

Very interesting exhibitions were arranged during the year. 
These included an exhibition of paintings by Victor Charreton; 
an exhibition of Water Colors, by American artists, Miscel- 
laneous Bronzes and the work of the American Society of Minia- 
ture Painters; a special exhibition of paintings by American 
artists, arranged by Mrs. M. F. Johnson; an exhibition of paint- 
ings by the Russian mystic, Nicolas Roerich; the Fourth An- 
nual Exhibition of Work by Cleveland Artists and Craftsmen; 
a special exhibition of the work of Arthur B. Davies, arranged 
with the other American pictures in the Museum collection; 
and the Second Annual Exhibition of Contemporary American 
Painting, which included thirty paintings by Cleveland artists. 
This scored an even greater success than the exhibition of the 
preceding year. An exhibition in Gallery IX of pictures from 
the Museum collection was supplemented by Mrs. Henry A. 
Everett’s loan of pictures by California artists. Other exhibi- 
tions were the set of tapestries, lent by Salmon P. Halle; an 
exhibition of a section of the Second International Water Color 
Exhibition, circuited by The Art Institute of Chicago; and a 
semi-official Dutch exhibition of paintings from the Jacques 
Goudstikker collection, Amsterdam. The French pictures 
owned by the Museum were augmented by nine important 
loans of Impressionist and Post-Impressionist painting and ex- 
hibited in Gallery VII for a period, and a special loan exhibition 
of Renaissance art held in Gallery II. Loans from Mr. and Mrs. 
John L. Severance, William G. Mather, and Samuel Mather 
went far towards making this one of the most interesting and 
important exhibitions held. 

Thus it will be seen that substantial additions by gift and 
purchase have been made during the year to the Museum col- 
lections, and that many important exhibitions have supple- 
mented the usefulness of the permanent collections. Much 
progress has been made in the past, but the collections must 
have additions of equal and greater quality before they can 
reach their full usefulness. 
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THE DEPARTMENT OF ORIENTAL ART 


THEODORE Sizer, Curator 


The activities of this Department were limited during the 
year, due to the resignation on January first, 1922, of J. Arthur 
MacLean, the former Curator of Oriental Art, who left to accept 
the position of Assistant Director and Curator of Oriental Art 
at The Art Institute of Chicago. The present Curator did not 
assume his duties until the twenty-fifth of September. 

The only addition of primary importance to the collection 
and the first of its kind was the purchase through the Dudley 
P. Allen Fund of three small terra cotta Graeco-Buddhist 
heads, which came from the North West Provinces of India, the 
ancient kingdom of Gandhara. These little heads, which are all 
of Buddha, show considerable trace of original coloring in spite 
of the fact that they were made sometime during the first two 
centuries of the Christian era. 

Other acquisitions were a brass vessel from Benares, India, 
the gift of Mrs. Theodore Simmons; a Chinese skirt from Miss 
Margaret Tecsy; a Japanese print by Shigemasa, from Miss 
Myrta L. Jones, and an opium pipe and box from Mrs. Herman 
L. Vail. To J. H. Donahey the Museum is indebted for a com- 
prehensive collection of Philippine arms, together with two 
splendid suits of Japanese armor of the Tokugawa period. A 
festival doll of the same period was loaned by a Curator, the 
only other loan of Oriental material being that of a small prayer 
rug by Samuel D. Weil. M. Stora presented the Museum with a 
fragment of a sixteenth century Persian rug, and a Soumak rug 
was purchased through the courtesy of Miss Frances Morris of 
the Metropolitan Museum. 

The Museum loaned to the Chicago Art Institute, at the 
latter’s request, five Japanese paintings of the Ukiyoe School 
for use at the Inaugural Exhibition in their new wing. 

During the year an exhibition was held in Gallery X of Japa- 
nese prints and one of Chinese and Korean pottery, porcelain, 
and jade in Gallery XI, while the Chinese and Japanese Gal- 
leries were entirely rearranged with objects from the Museum’s 
limited collection. Scarcity of material alone made it impos- 
sible to make any but minor changes in the Near Eastern Room. 

Many needs of the Department must be filled before having 
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a well-rounded and representative collection of Oriental art in 
this city. Important stone images of the Wei, T’ang, and Sung 
Dynasties and an example or two of wooden sculpture of the 
latter period are badly needed, as are Sung and Ming paintings, 
pottery, and porcelain. Early bronzes and jades would be most 
welcome as would velvets, brocades, and rugs of later periods. 
Japanese material of the first order is almost non-procurable, 
on account of the stringent export laws of that country. The 
Museum would like to have particularly a fine South Indian 
bronze, examples of Indian and Cambodian sculpture in stone, 
Indian and Persian miniatures, and Persian pottery. It is 
hoped that during the coming year it may be possible for the 
Museum to acquire some of these, for although we are the prod- 
ucts of European civilization, still there is much to be learned 
from the art and culture of the other half of the world. 


THE DEPARTMENT OF PRINTS AND DRAWINGS 


THEODORE Sizer, Curator 


The past year has been a most important one for the Print 
Department. Its rapid development has been made possible 
largely through the sympathetic codperation and unfailing 
interest of The Print Club, which contributed one hundred and 
thirty-six prints during the year. From Mr. and Mrs. Ralph 
King the Department received 39 etchings by James McNeill 
Whistler, one of the most significant acquisitions of the Museum 
during the past twelve months. The importance of these etch- 
ings cannot be too strongly emphasized, all of them being 
beautiful impressions from the French, Thames, and Venetian 
series. Prior to this gift the work of Whistler had been repre- 
sented by only six examples. Through the generosity of Mr. 
King, the collection of Manet’s work, which was very small, has 
been increased by 29 etchings. Again, thanks to Mr. King, the 
Department received its first drawing, a study by Fantin- 
Latour. Three other drawings, all modern, were purchased 
through the Dudley P. Allen Fund from the recent exhibition 
of American Drawings. Leonard C. Hanna, Jr., President of 
The Print Club, donated 62 miscellaneous prints, while other 
members have most generously made it possible to fill, in part, 
some of the important gaps which still exist in the collection. 
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On January first, 1922, William McC. McKee, the Acting 
Curator of Prints, resigned to become Curator of Prints and 
Drawings at The Art Institute of Chicago, the Department 
being in temporary charge of Miss Harriet Arthur, Assistant to 
the Curator. On September twenty-fifth, the present Curator 
took up his duties in the Print and Oriental Departments. 

There follows below a full and complete list of the prints 
acquired during the year, both through gifts (299) and purchase 
through the Dudley P. Allen Fund (209), a total of 508, to- 
gether with a list of the various exhibitions.

DEPARTMENT OF EARLY AMERICAN ART 


The collection of early American art still lacks examples of 
the work of John Trumbull, John Johnston, Edward Savage, 
John Wollaston, Mather Brown, Samuel F. B. Morse, Francis 
Alexander, Ralph Earl, John Vanderlyn, Chester Harding, and 
Henry Inman, and the Curator hopes that with the recent in- 
crease in the purchasing powers of the Museum these men may 
be represented in the near future. 

He would again urge the importance of forming a collection 
of American miniatures. These make a distinct attraction in 
any collection of American art and with few exceptions it is 
possible from time to time to acquire them for trifling sums. 

As Colonial art ended at the time of the Revolution, it is 
suggested that the name of this Department be changed from 
that of “Colonial Art” to that of “Early American Art” and 
that it include the work only of those artists whose period of 
activity ceased in or before 1850. 


THE DEPARTMENT OF MUSICAL ARTS 
Dovctas Moore, Curator 


The policy of the Department has been developed and stand- 
ardized during the past year. Its purpose is two-fold, corres- 
ponding to the two-fold purpose of the Art Museum in general, 
that is, artistic and educational. The educational features of 
the Department’s activities include work with children; weekly 
classes for members’ children in singing and elements of music, 
aiming to develop taste in young children; daily music lectures 
and singing with the children of the Cleveland public schools 
who come to the Museum for an art lesson. These music events 
are designed to supplement the music in the schools, to lay 
emphasis on music as a pleasure-giving art, and an attempt is 
made to correlate the especial emphasis of the art lesson with a 
similar aspect of music. For example, when the study of Greek 
art is to be made, a comparison of Greek music with that of the 
present day is made and an example of Greek music is played 
and explained. 

The monthly music entertainments for children are framed 
for a purpose similar to that of the Saturday classes. It is at- 
tempted to have them definitely entertaining, but at the same 
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time to make the ear more sensitive to beauty in music and 
musical form. 

The artistic feature of the Music Department is designed to 
place music as an art in the Museum on the same footing as the 
graphic arts, to give exhibitions of fine examples of music, 
irrespective of their popularity or the public demand for them. 
That means that the Museum extends its protection and en- 
couragement to the art of music, to aid all who are trying to 
give the public a standard of what is good and to further the 
development of the best elements of musical activity. A con- 
crete illustration of the purpose and of how it is served is shown 
by the use of the organ. The Museum is in a position to give 
programs of the best organ music to those who care to hear it. 
Like an exhibition, it is there. The effect of such programs on 
the music of the community is sure to be felt. The attendance 
has grown since the policy of regular organ recitals was es- 
tablished, not surprisingly, but it has more than doubled and 
the average attendance for all organ recitals has been 146. 

The public lectures are both artistic and educational. The 
best artists obtainable give performances of works of Chamber 
Music, a branch of music little appreciated by the general 
public though manifesting some of the highest developments of 
the art. The works are explained by the lecturer and then 
played. The average attendance for these lectures during the 
past year has been 261. 

A course in Appreciation of Music has been given by the 
Department to prospective school-teachers during the year, 
which is also open to other educational institutions in the vicin- 
ity. An attempt is made in this course to give a nodding ac- 
quaintance with the background of music, history and litera- 
ture. Fifteen of these lectures were given with an average 
attendance of 359. 

In former years weekly community singing was held by the 
Department in the Auditorium. It was felt, and quite rightly, 
that choral singing stimulates the music of a community. 
These meetings were handicapped, however, by lack of interest 
and by a small and irregular attendance. No two audiences 
seemed to contain the same people. Progress seemed difficult, 
and while the choral idea is only temporarily abandoned, we 
hope, a more effective use of the Sunday afternoon lecture 
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period has been found in the presentation of informal concerts 
and popular lectures on the lives of great composers. The re- 
sponse to the change has been gratifying, both in enthusiasm 
and in the growth of audiences. Whereas the attendance at the 
community singing averaged 171, the new Sunday events have 
averaged 365. 

Mr. Surette, head of the Department since its inception, on 
account of engagements at Bryn Mawr and Harvard found it 
impossible to give as much time as formerly to Cleveland. 
Upon his recommendation Mr. Moore, Assistant Curator since 
September 1921, was appointed Curator, and Mr. Surette was 
made Advisor to the Department. 

An Assistant, Arthur W. Quimby, was appointed to the 
Department in September 1922. Mr. Quimby, who is a musi- 
cian of much talent, finely educated, and an excellent organist, 
has been an invaluable aid to the Department’s activities, 
assuming entire charge of the daily classroom work and con- 
tributing to the lecture and recital programs. 

A Skinner organ was installed during the winter and was 
dedicated March fourth by Professor A. T. Davison of Harvard. 

A summary of events conducted by the Department ex- 
clusive of daily and Saturday classroom work shows the follow- 
ing figures:

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*THE DEPARTMENT OF EDUCATIONAL WORK 
Rossiter Howarp, Curator 


The Department of Educational Work has tended during 1922 
to develop instruction more than entertainment, class work 
more than lectures, service to working organizations more than 
to social organizations, at the same time increasing its volume 
of attendance by some 5,000 in spite of the loss of some 9,000 
attendants at the musical lectures, which had until this year 
been reported by this Department. 

The work with children and adults balances almost exactly, 
with 42,000 each. The work with the school children shows 17% 
increase, though Miss Horton was away on leave of absence 
during one semester for study at Columbia University. In addi- 
tion to the sixth, seventh, and eighth grades which Miss Horton 
and Mrs. Wilson, as representatives of the public schools at the 
Museum, have received regularly, Miss Gibson in the fall added 
fifth grades and the experiment has worked out much to the 
satisfaction of the school authorities. 

The lessons for these classes have been planned in closest con- 
nection with the school studies in history, literature, design, 
craft or picture study, so that the visits of the classes have not 
been diversion from school work but direct stimulus in it. 

The presentation of the lessons has been a matter of experi- 
ment and discussion among the Staff at its frequent meetings, 
because museum instruction has not arrived at the degree of 
science reached in school instruction. The school teacher in- 
structs chiefly through words and uses pictures to illustrate the 
word-formed ideas; the museum teacher instructs chiefly through 
art objects and uses words to develop in the child ideas capable 
of being formed through studying the objects, or she uses words 
to prepare the child for a study of the art objects, or to summar- 
ize. All museum instructors labor under the disadvantage of 
having been themselves educated chiefly through verbal in- 
struction and our Staff must work experimentally and in fre- 
quent consultation with school authorities, both in planning our 
work and in examining the result of it. 

One of the most interesting experiments was sending into the 
sixth grade, through our Extension Section, a group of medieval 
art objects especially purchased for the children to take in their

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hands and study as original documents—a gauntlet, a manu- 
script, fabrics, both original and in modern copy. The exhibit 
proved stimulating and gave actuality to that early day in the 
culture of our people. But usually when it went out, the teacher 
wanted some museum person to go with it, for the teachers 
themselves are not used to studying original documents in the 
form of armor and old textiles. The set is now going into the 
hands of the Educational Museum of The Cleveland School of 
Education where we can better study its effect, as visual in- 
struction is developing in the schools. A second historical ex- 
hibition of objects suitable to put into the student’s hands is 
to be arranged and put into circulation in the same way. 

The Saturday morning drawing classes for members’ children 
took a tremendous jump in the fall, due in large part to the 
membership drive. The class for specially talented children has 
continued with children selected by competition from two 
hundred pupils recommended from the public schools. From 
last year’s class of talented children twelve were generously 
given scholarships in the Saturday morning classes at The 
Cleveland School of Art. This was particularly generous on the 
part of the Director of the Art School in view of the crowded 
conditions of his school. In addition, he gave one full-time and 
one half-time scholarship to two talented boys whom Mrs. 
Dunn discovered through their drawing in the Children’s 
Museum, and who would otherwise have been obliged to leave 
school and go to work. Mrs. Dunn found part-time work for 
both boys, so that they need not be a burden at home. And 
Miss Josephine Jenks, whom we were fortunate to have for a 
few weeks as a volunteer worker, established a scholarship fund 
of $100 to help one of the boys. The hope is that the boy will 
later on return the money, which would then form the nucleus 
of a revolving fund to aid talented young people discovered 
through their drawing in the Museum. 

The Children’s Museum, reaching as it does the 42,000 
children through both the regular school groups and the special 
groups, as well as being a center of child interest, where children 
come especially on Saturday and Sunday to draw, enjoy the 
exhibits, and read, is much hampered by lack of space, both 
wall and floor space. This year’s exhibits have included six 
etchings of children by the little English girl, Eileen Soper, 
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given by Leonard C. Hanna, Jr.; a group of illuminated manu- 
scripts, lent by Otto F. Ege; and five groups of bronzes of special 
appeal to children, lent by The Gage Gallery. A beginning has 
been made toward a collection of stereoscopic views and the 
reproductions of line drawings by old masters, each selected to 
give background for appreciation of Museum collections. But 
we are constantly feeling the need of a collection not only of 
larger bronzes but of many objects that are both large enough 
and simple enough to encourage children to draw them. To 
relieve the crowded condition of the Children’s Museum, Miss 
Gibson has heen conducting a story hour each Sunday after- 
noon in the class room, which is frequently filled beyond its 
normal capacity. If the work of the Children’s Museum is to 
grow and reach greater numbers of children, there is need of 
more space and more art objects of suitable size, simplicity, and 
interest for children. 

The use of films in the Saturday entertainments for children 
was a serious problem. It was impossible to get many artistic 
and suitable films, and, worse than that, the films were making 
a crowd of youngsters dissatisfied with any other form of enter- 
tainment. “Are they moving or standing pictures today?” If 
standing, the boys turned away. The Staff decided that any 
form of entertainment which made art seem stupid tended to 
militate against the purpose of the founders of the Museum, 
and boldly gave up the use of all films except the unusual one 
which would directly aid us “to promote a love and knowledge 
of art in the community.” Even the unusual film is not men- 
tioned in the Museum announcements as a film, but its title 
is given merely as that of an entertainment. If the children 
should recognize the film as exceptional, they would come to 
look on it as a luxury and not as a necessity. It was a comfort 
to hear one boy say recently: “I’ve learned to like pictures that 
stand still.” Attendance at these entertainments has fallen 
from 15,000 to 10,000, but we still believe unanimously that we 
are building on a sounder ground a larger structure of art appre- 
ciation among the children on the basis of 10,000 right rather 
than 15,000 wrong. At the same time, our total work with 
children has increased and its greatest increase has been in the 
most productive field. 

In the work with adults, too, the increase has been in the 
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more solid parts of the program, somewhat in classes but mostly 
in the outside talks. These have been chiefly to schools and to 
parents’ and teachers’ associations, and distant ones to con- 
ventions, principally to teachers seeking museum aid in their 
work. There have been also numerous talks to business organ- 
izations, which are discovering that art is an ally of commerce. 

There has been a decrease of attendance at public lectures 
given by this Department, not only in the aggregate, due to the 
fact that the music lectures are now reported by the Depart- 
ment of Musical Arts, but also in the average. The lowering 
of figures for the course of lectures by visiting speakers is ex- 
plicable only on the ground of competitive attractions on Fri- 
day evenings of the last four months. Mr. Bailey’s fall lectures 
in 1921 on Elements of Beauty in Clothes and Furniture 
brought overwhelming audiences. His lectures in the fall of 
1922 on Art in the service of the Church brought a well-filled 
auditorium, much more comfortable than that crowded by the 
audiences of 1921, if not so flattering. One cannot fail to draw 
the conclusion that the people are hungry for knowledge of the 
arts that touch their daily lives, and the Museum can hardly 
ignore the problem of its own function in that respect. 

Coéperation with Western Reserve University, The Cleveland 
School of Education, The Cleveland Kindergarten Training 
School, and The Cleveland School of Art has continued as in 
former years. Henry Turner Bailey, Advisor to the Depart- 
ment and Director of The Cleveland School of Art, gave one 
semester of weekly lectures on The Appreciation of Art to the 
freshmen in all of these organizations. Miss Underhill has met 
classes from these organizations at frequent intervals during 
the year. 

The only definite change in the Department affecting adult 
work is that in organization, the addition of a full-time secre- 
tary, who can take care of the administrative work of Miss 
Underhill, having liberated her for larger work. The mere 
change of her desk from the office to the Textile Study Room 
has opened a new field of activity, looking toward an increased 
use of the textile collection. With use is bound to come develop- 
ment of the collection. With the changes in the textile exhibi- 
tions and with invitations sent to schools and other groups 
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capable of being interested, there has come already a promising 
beginning toward this larger use. 

The Extension Section has improved the quality of its loan 
exhibits, by addition and elimination, and has slightly ex- 
tended its field among libraries and schools to which it has lent 
exhibits. The following fifteen exhibits have been added during 
the year to those in circulation:

It is very difficult to develop these loan collections. To follow 
the original idea, the exhibits should be of material similar to 
that which may be seen at the Museum, samples, as it were, of 
the Museum wares. That implies aesthetic value and beauty, 
but the objects cannot be such as would be irreplaceable if 
broken or stolen, nor should they be of great value. Both 
Mr. Milliken and Miss Underhill brought back helpful mate- 
rial from Europe last summer, and it would be of great aid if 
Mrs. Dunn and Miss Gibson could have money to take to 
Europe next summer for the same purpose. 

Three members of the Staff have written magazine articles 
for Museum Work, Scribner’s, The Atlantic Monthly, and The 
International Studio. 

In conclusion, the Department increased the volume of its 
work 6% (even after the deduction of the 9,000 attendants at 
the musical lectures) at an increased cost of 8%; but the chief 
aim of the Department has been not an increase in quantity, 
but an improvement in quality. We have through our staff 
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meetings brought about a unity of purpose, a certain harmony 
of methods, and an agreement to test each activity by a ques- 
tion as to whether or not it “promotes a love and knowledge of 
art in the community.” 


THE DEPARTMENT OF PUBLICITY AND MEMBERSHIP 
WORK 
I. T. Frary, Secretary 


PUBLICITY 


The growth in the quantity and quality of publicity secured 
during 1922 as against 1921 has been very gratifying, as it has 
amounted in actual space secured to nearly one hundred per 
cent more than that of the preceding year and has included 
large numbers of illustrations. Much of the publicity has been 
given voluntarily, showing that the Museum has come to be 
reckoned with; and not only by local publications but by those 
of national circulation. 

The Museum’s collection of half-tone plates has been re- 
classified and they are being made to render effective service 
by being loaned to various publications. 

The actual dollars and cents value of the publicity obtained 
during the past year cannot be calculated, even by figuring at 
regular advertising rates, for much of it has appeared in de- 
partments of the papers and magazines where space could not 
be purchased at any price. Publicity has been well distributed, 
so as to reach all classes, from the socially prominent to the 
immigrants unable to read our language; it has appeared in 
publications of national circulation, and to a slight extent has 
reached foreign countries. It is desirable that more attention 
be given to publicity outside our immediate locality, and it is 
hoped that during the coming year it will be possible so to 
systematize the work that this can be accomplished. 


“MUSEUM WEEK” 


In preparation for the membership campaign a comprehen- 
sive program of publicity was prepared and carried out during 
the first week of October, which was called “(Museum Week”. 
The newspapers ran special editorials, news items, rotagravure 
pages, feature articles and stories regarding the Museum. 
Special articles on the Museum and its work were published in 
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foreign language newspapers, house organs, and club publica- 
tions. The Federated Churches issued a special bulletin asking 
that notices be given from the pulpits or published in the church 
bulletins, which request was complied with quite generally. Two 
thousand posters were distributed throughout the city and 
large framed photographs of the Museum were placed in store 
windows. Two hundred display cards were placed in street cars. 
Cases containing Museum material were installed in theatre 
lobbies and store windows, and special movie films showing the 
Museum and the activities carried on within it were shown for 
two weeks in theatres. Talks were given at luncheons and other 
meetings of important clubs, and all possible means were 
employed to give the Museum desired publicity. 

In preparation for the drive, invitations were issued to the 
presidents of various business men’s clubs and women’s clubs, 
asking them to attend preliminary meetings. At these the 
needs of the Museum were presented and the clubs were asked 
to appoint teams to work during the drive, and as a result about 
thirty teams were secured. Several thousand prospect cards 
were prepared, about ten of which were issued to each team 
worker, together with printed instructions for himself and liter- 
ature for distribution to his prospects. Meetings of team cap- 
tains were called at intervals to report progress and perfect 
plans. A meeting of all solicitors preceded the drive, and a final 
one at which reports were received terminated it. At this final 
meeting the first report was made by the special committee of 
Museum Trustees which had been appointed some time prev- 
iously to secure subscriptions for an unrestricted endowment. 
This committee reported that over three-quarters of a million 
dollars had been secured in response to a proposition made by 
Mr. Wade, and that it was planned to raise this amount event- 
ually to two million dollars. 

Gratifying codperation was secured from all agencies from 
which assistance was asked and the amount of publicity was 
limited only by the capacity of our organization to handle it. 
Managers of theatres were exceedingly generous in running our 
special film and offering space in their lobbies for exhibits. The 
Junior League rendered most effective assistance in placing 
posters in the store windows and all the clubs that were called 
upon showed a very cordial spirit in placing Museum speakers 
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on their programs, in publishing notices in their club organs, 
and in appointing teams to work on the drive. The result of the 
undertaking was most satisfactory, not only because of the 
tangible return in memberships and added income, but because 
of the increased importance which the Museum assumed in the 
mind of the public. 


MEMBERSHIP WORK 


In addition to handling all records and collections in connec- 
tion with Museum membership, the Membership Department 
provides the personal contact between members and the insti- 
tution. Post card calendars are sent out weekly to all members 
as a means of keeping them in touch with current activities; 
and the Bulletin, which is issued monthly, provides a chronicle 
of events, and contains articles descriptive of recent accessions 
to the collections. 

Saturday morning classes in drawing and music for members’ 
children are arranged in conjunction with the Educational and 
Music Departments and are without doubt among the Mu- 
seum’s most popular and valuable activities. Not only are they 
enjoyed by the children, but it is felt that through them the 
foundations are being laid for a more appreciative museum 
membership in the future. 

Members are given the opportunity of having a choice of 
seats at all lectures, the hall being reserved for them until ten 
minutes before the lectures begin. At the organ recitals by 
visiting organists, the Garden Court is reserved for members. 

An information desk has been established in the lobby at 
which literature may be secured on lecture nights. 

Three receptions for members have been held during the 
year: one at the dedication of the McMyler Memorial organ on 
Saturday evening, March fourth; another at the opening of the 
Fourth Annual Exhibition of Work by Cleveland Artists and 
Craftsmen on Monday evening, May first; and a third at the 
opening of the Second Exhibition of Contemporary American 
Painting on Thursday evening, June eighth. 

It is impossible to maintain a personal contact with all of the 
five thousand members, but every effort is made to have them 
feel that there is about this Museum an atmosphere of real 
humanness. 
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At the beginning of the year, the Museum membership 
totaled 4,591. This number was being depleted by numerous 
resignations, which were accounted for by adverse business con- 
ditions and the natural reaction from the membership cam- 
paign which had been carried on during the preceding year. 
An effort was made to check these losses by telephoning each 
person who resigned, and as a result many agreed to continue 
their memberships. 

In spite of every effort, however, the membership dwindled 
gradually during the first eight months. With these conditions 
in mind, it was decided to hold an intensive membership cam- 
paign in the fall, and the first two weeks of October were set 
aside for that purpose, the first week which was designated as 
“Museum Week”, being devoted to preparatory publicity and 
the second week to the actual drive. Careful preparations were 
made for this undertaking and an extensive program of pub- 
licity was worked out. In order to handle the work of solicita- 
tion thirty teams of about 250 workers were secured, most of 
whom were appointed by clubs and other organizations. As a 
result of this drive 1,004 new members were secured during 
October, including a number of former members who were 
raised to higher forms of membership, and new memberships 
continued to come in freely throughout the rest of the year. 

At the end of the year, all members in arrears more than seven 
months were notified that unless their dues were paid at once it 
would be necessary to cancel their memberships, and as a 
result 550 names were dropped from the rolls December thir- 
tieth, leaving a total of 4,846 members at the end of the year.

THE DEPARTMENT OF REGISTRATION

THE LIBRARY 


Ne tt G. Sixt, Librarian 


The Library was handicapped at the very beginning of the year 
by being deprived of the progressive and discriminating leader- 
ship of Mr. McKee whose resignation as Librarian and Acting 
Curator of Prints made a reorganization of the two depart- 
ments necessary. 

Growth is assured where such a steady stream of material is 
pouring in, as in the case of the Library. The first function of the 
Department thus becomes discriminative, the second curatorial. 
Much of this material does not appear in the accompanying 
statistical report, as making the count would consume valuable 
time needed in caring for the things themselves. Under this 
head would come the thousands of clippings added yearly to the 
files and invaluable as first aid; the exhibition and sales cata- 
logues; dealers’ catalogues and announcements; and unacces- 
sioned pamphlets. 
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The growth of the book collection has been curtailed some- 
what by lack of the usual funds but valuable additions have 
been made. These included Catalogues of the Hoentschel col- 
lection in six fine volumes; Guiffrey’s Histoire générale de la 
tapisserie in three volumes; and Brunet’s Manuel du libraire in 
six volumes; all of which have long been wanted. The Oxford 
history of music in six volumes and Thayer’s Ludwig van Bee- 
thoven have been added to the music collection, and a new vol- 
ume to the set of Curtis’ North American Indian. New volumes 
of Laking’s Record of European armour and arms and Byne and 
Stapley’s Spanish interiors and furniture have completed these 
works. 

The periodical files have been increased by twenty-four vol- 
umes of Hamerton’s Portfolio and, by binding, twelve volumes 
of Country life and forty-one volumes of the French periodical, 
Revue de l’art. The Gazette des beaux-arts has been made 
nearly complete by the purchase of thirty volumes, which will 
have to be bound. The Fondation Eugéne Piot, Monuments et 
mémoires, 1894 to 1920 complete, adds invaluable reference 
material. 

Our own book collection is supplemented by the very gener- 
ous codperation of the Cleveland Public Library and the Uni- 
versity libraries. 

The 963 photograph accessions consist chiefly of reproduc- 
tions of drawings by the old masters and Seemann color prints, 
with additions of paintings of the English school. 971 lantern 
slides have been added to supply the needs of Museum lectur- 
ers. A few posters have increased the collection to 425 and the 
entire number have been classified and labelled, making them 
more available. 

The enlarged activities of the Educational Department have 
taxed the Library’s resources for illustrative material and have 
been the means of bringing many interested readers from out- 
side to know of its possibilities for public use. Greater news- 
paper publicity during the year has also served in this way. 
The number of slides used has increased from 3934 in 1921 to 
7142 in 1922, and many photographs have been loaned outside 
the Library. Classes from high schools and The Cleveland 
School of Art have come to the Library, drawing from plates il- 
lustrating historic ornament, design, textiles, or the history of art. 
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The growing book collection has necessitated opening up the 
cases formerly used for exhibition purposes, but in the small 
space remaining available, library material of interest is brought 
to notice. Medici prints, Seemann and Museum color prints, 
Mucha decorations, and reproductions of old master drawings 
have been shown, while the exhibits of tools and methods of 
etching, wood engraving, and Japanese print making have 
caught the attention not only of the casual visitor but that of 
the more serious student.

DEPARTMENT OF PHOTOGRAPHY AND PRINTING 
E. A. Ruac tes, In Charge 


This Department is largely a manufacturing department 
for the Museum. It produces all the photographic work used 
and sold at the Museum, as well as a great part of the printing. 

During the year 1922 the photographic division of the 
Department made and sold photographs, varying from post- 
card size to sixteen by twenty inch enlargements, to the amount 
of about $1,600, having now on hand photographs inventoried 
at $575. In addition to this work, lantern slides, photographs 
and enlargements amounting to $2,300 were furnished to the 
other departments. Among these were some twenty by thirty 
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prints for use during Museum Week, which are the largest we 
have ever made, representing the capacity of the plant. The 
increase in the sale of photographs was entirely in the fifty 
cent size, being about three hundred more than last year. 

Museum publications, including leaflets, catalogues and 
bulletins, to the value of $125 were sold. This represents more 
than twenty-five hundred sales, all credited to publication and 
bulletin accounts. About two hundred catalogues of special 
exhibitions were sold, while the sale of song books of various 
kinds amounted to $55.30. A few annual memberships and 
Bulletin subscriptions were taken at the sales desk. 

Very small expenditures were made for photographic equip- 
ment during the year. 

In the printing division of this Department practically all the 
printing for the Museum has been done. This work consisted 
of exhibition labels, certificates, weekly calendars and post- 
cards, programs, invitations, office forms and stationery. Its 
cost to the Museum was about $3,700. The Bulletin and a few 
special catalogues are too large to be printed on the Museum 
press. Much of the work was on very short runs, often but two 
or three impressions from a form. A new motor for the press 
was purchased and has proved a great convenience. It, as well 
as all other new material, in either this or the photographic 
division, has been charged off during the year as supplies. 

Some rearrangements in the work shop have given much- 
needed room and others yet to be made will, we hope, be re- 
flected in an improved quality of output during the coming year. 

In closing this report it is desired to express appreciation of 
the constant and willing codperation of Miss Hard, Miss Hell- 
man, Miss Leutner and Miss Lutz, assistants in this Depart- 
ment. 


DEPARTMENT OF BUILDINGS AND GROUNDS 
Joun W. McCase, Superintendent 


The present Superintendent was appointed to the position on 
September 1, 1921, having been previously assistant to the 
Superintendent for about four years. Our former Superintend- 
ent, J. F. McCabe, had resigned on August 1 to accept the 
position of Superintendent of The Art Institute of Chicago, a 
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position offering a larger field of activity. This Department has 
felt the loss keenly because Mr. McCabe’s connection’ with the 
Museum from the beginning made possible the complete plan 
of routine, which, though still followed, has lost his personal 
touch. It gives pleasure to recall his work and to be able to pay 
a tribute to the splendid way in which the Department had 
progressed under his supervision. 

Through five years of continuous service our own heating 
plant has proved a source of satisfaction. In order to keep a 
uniform humidity and temperature condition in our galleries 
and storage, it is necessary to operate the plant continually 
day and night throughout the heating season. During the 
summer months it is necessary to furnish heat during the night, 
thus preventing any damage that might take place in the gal- 
leries due to excessive moisture. 

Our ventilating, and air-washing and conditioning systems 
have been in constant operation for the past five years and are 
still working in an adequate manner. It would be impossible to 
do without the latter in such a city as Cleveland. In spite of 
our ideal location in Wade Park, with a minimum amount of 
dirt, amazing quantities of it are kept out of the building by 
this installation. 

Our present force consists of a chief engineer, assistant engi- 
neer and three firemen, the latter being employed only during 
the heating season. The total cost of operating the heating, 
lighting and ventilating systems for the year was $22,798.20. 

The only change in the building has been a much needed 
corridor, which has been constructed to give direct access be- 
tween the Receiving Room and the General Office. The con- 
dition of the grounds has been practically unchanged during 
the year. 

The plants in the Garden Court have held their own fairly 
well. It is, nevertheless, a difficult problem to keep plants fresh 
and thriving in this room because it does not get sunlight, owing 
to the presence of a sub-skylight. The plants become affected 
with plant disease and in spite of every effort wilt and die. 
There is only one solution which is the erection of a greenhouse 
near the Museum, where these plants could be placed for a 
short period until they revive. Thus, by careful rotation, they 
could be kept always fresh. It is therefore recommended that 
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we build a greenhouse on the small oval plot situated between 
the West drive of our Service Station and the Park Road bor- 
dering the East side of Doan Brook. Tentative plans for this 
proposed greenhouse have already been made and are available 
for further study. 

During the year the carpenter shop has continued to prove 
exceedingly useful and with it we were able to meet all the de- 
mands made by the various departments for cases, pedestals, 
and so forth. Through the operation of our own shop it is pos- 
sible to exercise personal supervision over the work and to 
make any necessary changes during construction, which, of 
course, could not be easily done with an outside shop. During 
the past year there have been 316 finished shop orders put 
through, aggregating $3,855.18. Besides the care of the build- 
ing repairs, one gumwood pedestal and back for the Buglioni 
relief was built; one pedestal and back for the Della Robbia 
relief; six South Kensington style cases for The Art Institute of 
Chicago; two gumwood slanting window cases for the Egyptian 
Room; a store room in the basement for the Educational De- 
partment; and one textile cabinet and grills for the Textile 
Study Room. In addition the Department has taken care of 
other installation work for the various exhibitions in the gal- 
leries. 

During this year two of the largest pieces of installation that 
the Museum has made have been sent through the Repair Shop, 
namely the assembling and installing of the Buglioni relief and 
of the Della Robbia relief. It is gratifying to know that a 
museum of this size has the equipment and men to handle such 
installations. 

The Lunch Room, which has been in operation since the 
opening of the Museum, has continued to prove a source of 
comfort to the employees and many visitors. Many clubs were 
served during the year with luncheon or afternoon tea, either 
before or after visiting the galleries. During the year just closed 
17,780 patrons were served. 

During the year the Department received 698 incoming ship- 
ments and sent out 278 shipments, totaling 976. These ship- 
ments ranged from 1 to 26 case lots. The total expense for 
operating the Department of Buildings and Grounds for the year 
amounted to $57,704.06. 
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DEPARTMENT OF BUILDINGS AND GROUNDS 


The Department on March 20, 1922 suffered a severe loss 
in the death of John Benson, assistant to the Superintendent. 
This year’s report would not be complete without an expression 
of appreciation of his long and faithful service. The entire 
Department has felt his loss very keenly. His training of over 
sixteen years at the Boston and the Cleveland Museums made 
him an ideal museum employee. 

The following force is employed at this time in the Buildings 
and Grounds Department. Besides the Superintendent, there 
are two assistants, one stenographer, one engineer, one assist- 
ant engineer, three firemen for winter service, seven custodians, 
one door-man on main floor, two inside night watchmen, one 
carpenter, one painter (for part time only), three utility men, 
three porters, one gardener, one assistant gardener, and in the 
Lunch Room, one chef, one second cook and one waitress. With 
the above force it is possible to take care of the regular work of 
the Museum, but when work is required to be done in great 
haste, it is necessary to hire extra temporary help.

Gentlemen: 

We have completed our audit of the recorded Cash Transactions of THE 
CLevetanpD Museum or Art—CLEVELAND, for the year ended December 
3st, 1922, and submit herewith our report. 

Balance Sheet and supporting exhibits setting forth the financial position 
of the Museum at December 3iIst, 1922, and reflecting the status of the var- 
ious funds at that date, are included as parts of this report, subject to the 
following comments relative thereto: 

Of the total Assets of $346,016.32 at December 31st, 1922, $343,617.22 
was represented by Cash and Securities, the remaining $2,399.10 comprising 
items of Accounts Receivable, Inventories, etc. Cash on hand and on deposit 
in the amount of $83,351.44 was verified by count or independent confirma- 
tion obtained from the depository banks and reconcilement of the combined 
amounts counted and reported to us by the banks with the aggregate Cash 
balance as shown by the Treasurer’s records. All recorded Cash receipts for 
the period under audit were traced by us directly into the bank deposits and 
all recorded Cash disbursements for the same period were found to be sup- 
ported by cancelled bank checks, with the exception of checks outstanding 
at December 31st, 1922, and further supported by invoices, receipts, pay 
rolls or other data on file. 

We verified the Museum’s Investments in Securities by direct corres- 
pondence with The Guardian Savings & Trust Company, Custodian thereof. 
These securities are carried on the books at the aggregate cost value of 
$260,265.78, and in the preparation of this Balance Sheet no adjustment 
has been made to give effect to possible changes in current market values. 

Included also in this report is a Statement of Budget, Income and Expenses, 
setting forth the sources of Revenue and a brief classification of operating 
expenses, and in addition, an exhibit summarizing the cash receipts and dis- 
bursements affecting income accounts of endowment and other restricted 
funds.

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HISTORY OF THE CLEVELAND MUSEUM OF ART 


The John Huntington Art and Polytechnic Trust is an unin- 
corporated Board of Trustees, created by the will of the late 
John Huntington “for the purpose of establishing and main- 
taining in the City of Cleveland, a gallery and museum of art 
for the promotion and cultivation of art in said City.” 

The Horace Kelley Art Foundation is a corporation under 
the laws of Ohio, formed originally in 1900 under the name of 
The Cleveland Museum of Art, pursuant to the directions of 
the will of the late Horace Kelley, for the purpose of “promot- 
ing the fine arts,” and to this end, of building and carrying on, 
with the fund provided under Mr. Kelley’s will and with the 
assistance of such other donations as may accrue to it, a 
museum of art and an institution for the promotion of art. 

Owing to the fact that neither Mr. Huntington nor Mr. 
Kelley knew of the gift of the other, the funds provided for art 
purposes under their respective wills were left to wholly inde- 
pendent sets of trustees under conditions which made their 
legal amalgamation impossible. For many years, legal diffi- 
culties seemed to present an insuperable obstacle even to a 
working combination between the two trusts. At length, how- 
ever, an agreement was reached between The John Huntington 
Art and Polytechnic Trust and The Horace Kelley Art Founda- 
tion whereby a single building was to be erected by the two 
trusts, and while the parts of this building were to be suscep- 
tible of separate legal control, the outward result, so far as the 
public is concerned, would be a single institution. Tribute 
should be paid to the foresight and courage of the men who, 
acting as Trustees under the three wills, and despite much un- 
pleasant criticism, steadfastly deferred building until the legal 
complications, which made the erection of a joint building 
seem for some time impossible, were overcome, and until the 
funds available could accumulate sufficiently to insure the 
erection of a building quite adequate for its purpose and capable 
of housing the far-reaching museum and educational activities 
which the imagination of the donors had conceived. 
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As a part of the plan, the corporation which had been formed 
by the Kelley trust under the name of ““The Cleveland Museum 
of Art” relinquished this name and took the name of “The 
Horace Kelley Art Foundation.” A new corporation was then 
organized, in 1913, under the name of “The Cleveland Museum 
of Art” for the purpose of administering the Museum which 
was to be erected by the Huntington and Kelley trusts. The 
articles of incorporation of the new “The Cleveland Museum of 
Art” embraced purposes of a very broad nature, empowering it 
to build and maintain an art museum, to receive gifts and be- 
quests of art objects, to receive, hold, and administer funds and 
trusts for art purposes, and to carry on educational work. 
While The John Huntington Art and Polytechnic Trust and 
The Horace Kelley Art Foundation continue to appropriate 
funds from their respective endowments for the support and 
maintenance of the Museum, the administration of these funds 
is in the hands of The Cleveland Museum of Art. 

In addition to the funds provided by Mr. Huntington and 
Mr. Kelley, a bequest for similar purposes was made by the late 
Hinman B. Hurlbut, and it was the original intention of the 
Trustees of the three estates to codperate in the erection of a 
tripartite building. With this purpose in view a Building Com- 
mittee was formed as early as 1905, and plans were prepared. 
Upon the death of Mrs. Hurlbut, however, it was discovered 
that the Hurlbut Estate would not be able to provide funds 
sufficient to enable its Trustees to participate in the construc- 
tion of the Museum building. It, therefore, became necessary 
to abandon the plans for a tripartite Museum, and to formulate 
new plans which could be carried out with the resources of the 
Huntington and Kelley Trusts; these were appropriated to the 
work in the proportions of seven-tenths and three-tenths 
respectively. 

The second Building Committee was thereupon formed and, 
new plans having been completed, work on the present building 
was commenced in May 1913 on the site in Wade Park pre- 
sented by Mr. and Mrs. J. H. Wade. Frederic Allen Whiting 
was appointed Director, and the work of formulating plans and 
policies was carried forward. The building was formally turned 
over to the Trustees of The Cleveland Museum of Art and 
dedicated on Tuesday, June 6, 1916.

Mr. Wade established trust fund of $600,000 for pur- 
chases. Offer of Memorial Organ accepted and Depart- 
ment of Musical Arts established.

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THESE ARTICLES OF INCORPORATION OF 
THE CLEVELAND MUSEUM OF ART 


WitNEsseTH, THAT WHEREAS, John Huntington, late of 
Cleveland, Ohio, did by his last will and testament provide for 
and establish a trust, therein designated as the “John 
Huntington Art and Polytechnic Trust”, whereby he provided 
means for, and directed the Trustees of such trust by him ap- 
pointed to erect and maintain in the City of Cleveland, a mu- 
seum of fine arts; and 

Wuereas, Horace Kelley, late of the City of Cleveland, by 
his last will and testament, did also establish a trust fund, and 
provide and direct that the trustees by him appointed should 
cause to be erected and maintained in the City of Cleveland a 
museum of fine arts; and 

Whereas, it has been found legally impossible to consolidate 
the two said trusts, but, to the end that they may be most ad- 
vantageously administered for the benefit of the public of 
Cleveland, it has been arranged between the boards of trustees 
of said respective trusts that they shall unite in the erection and 
maintenance of a museum of art building upon land which has 
been donated by Mr. J. H. Wade of Cleveland, respective parts 
of which said building shall be owned in severalty by said 
boards of trustees, but which building shall be maintained and 
operated as a unit for museum purposes; and 

Wue_Ereas, to have said museum of art building so adminis- 
tered as a unit, it is necessary that said boards arrange for and 
agree upon some common agency to manage and conduct said 
museum in behalf of said two trusts: 

Now, THEREFORE, for the purpose of accomplishing the ob- 
jects aforesaid and the carrying-out of said two trusts in a man- 
ner most conducive to the public interest, and which will, as 
well, give effect to the wishes and intentions of the founders, 
John Huntington and Horace Kelley, the undersigned, all of 
whom are, directly or indirectly, trustees of said trusts, have 
associated themselves together for the purpose of forming a 
corporation under the laws of the State of Ohio, with appro-

priate powers, to maintain and conduct said Museum of Art 
on behalf of said boards of trustees, and, as well, to accept any 
trusts of a similar character which may be committed to its 
charge; and to accept gifts and donations of works of art for 
exhibition purposes in said museum; and do, for such purpose, 
unite to form a corporation, and hereby certify as follows: 

We, the undersigned, all of whom are persons interested in 
the execution of the trusts under the wills of the late John 
Huntington and Horace Kelley, providing for the erection and 
maintenance of art museums in the City of Cleveland, and a 
majority of whom are citizens of the State of Ohio, desiring to 
form a corporation, not for profit, under the laws of said state, 
for the general purposes recited in the preamble to these articles 
of incorporation, do hereby further certify: 

1. The name of said corporation shall be, THE CLEVE- 
LAND MUSEUM OF ART. 

2. Said corporation shall be located at Cleveland, Cuyahoga 
County, and its principal office there maintained and its prin- 
cipal business there transacted. 

3. The purposes for which said corporation is formed are, to 
assist in the carrying out of the trusts under the wills of John 
Huntington and Horace Kelley, late of the City of Cleveland, 
providing for the establishment of an art museum in said city, 
by contracting with the trustees under said wills to conduct and 
carry on for them, as agent, a museum of art proposed to be 
erected by such trustees in the City of Cleveland; also to receive 
gifts, devises, or trust funds, for art purposes; to provide in- 
struction and maintain courses of lectures upon art; maintain 
an industrial training school for the best interests of mechanics, 
manufacturers and artisans, for a more general diffusion of 
knowledge in such classes in the community; to receive any and 
all such gifts, devises, donations, and works of art, as may be 
donated for exhibition in said museum of art and to do any and 
all things incident to the foregoing generally expressed purposes. 

4. The subscribers hereto shall constitute the Board of Trus- 
tees of said corporation, with full power to fill vacancies caused 
from time to time by death or resignation, and the property of 
the corporation shall be held, controlled, and its affairs man- 
aged, by said Board of Trustees. 
5. The Board of Trustees may elect the following officers, 
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who may or may not be members of the Board, namely: a 
president, one or more vice-presidents, a secretary and treas- 
urer, and may create such other offices and appoint such other 
officers as may from time to time be found necessary or advis- 
able, and prescribe their tenure of office and duties; and such 
other agents and appointees as may from time to time be found 
desirable in the administration of the affairs of the corporation; 
and may from time to time appoint from its own number, or 
otherwise, as:seems wise, an executive committee, with full 
power of the Board. 

6. Said Board may, in its discretion, appoint an Advisory 
Council or Board, of such number of persons as it may deter- 
mine, and made up of persons having such qualifications as that, 
in the judgment of the Board, their advice and counsel would be 
of material aid in successfully carrying out the objects of the 
association, and may, by regulation, fix the tenure of office of 
such Advisory Council, or Board, provide stated meetings of 
the same, and the duties of its members. 

7. The Board of Trustees may establish a classified member- 
ship in said corporation, consisting of Benefactors, Patrons, 
Fellows, Life Members, Sustaining Members, Annual Mem- 
bers, and, by regulation, prescribe the conditions upon which 
persons may avail themselves of such membership, and the 
rights and privileges which shall pertain to each class of mem- 
bership.

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CONSTITUTION AND BY-LAWS OF 
THE CLEVELAND MUSEUM OF ART 


ARTICLE I 
BOARD OF TRUSTEES 


Section 1. In accordance with its charter, the property of 
the corporation shall be held and controlled, and its affairs 
managed, by the Board of Trustees named in said charter, and 
their successors chosen by the said Board. 

Section 2. Said Board of Trustees shall be a self-perpetu- 
ating body, and shall from time to time fill any vacancies in 
its number caused by death or resignation. 


ARTICLE II 
OFFICERS AND AGENTS 


Section 1. The Board of Trustees may elect the following 
officers, who may or may not be of its own number, as the 
Board from time to time determine, to-wit: a President, one 
or more Vice-Presidents, a Secretary, and a Treasurer. All such 
officers shall hold office for one year, or until their successors 
shall be chosen respectively and assume office; and the said 
Board of Trustees may create such other offices and appoint 
such other officers as may from time to time be found necessary 
or advisable, and prescribe their tenure of office and duties. 

Section 2. The Board of Trustees may also appoint a 
Director and such other agents and appointees as may from 
time to time be found desirable in the administration of the 
affairs of the corporation. 

Section 3. Duties of President. It shall be the duty of the 
President to exercise general supervision of the affairs of the 
corporation and to enforce the provisions of this constitution 
and all by-laws, rules and regulations, with discretionary power 
and authority in all cases not provided for by this constitution 
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and said by-laws, rules and regulations. He shall preside at 
meetings of the Board of Trustees, and from time to time call 
attention to such subjects as in his opinion require official 
action. 

Section 4. In case of the death, absence, resignation or dis- 
ability of the President, the Vice-Presidents, in the order of 
their election, shall be charged with the powers and duties of 
the President. 

Section 5. In case of the death, absence, resignation or 
disability of the President and all the Vice-Presidents, then the 
Board of Trustees shall elect a chairman, who shall be charged 
with the duties and powers of the President for the time being. 

Section 6. The Secretary shall cause notice to be issued of 
all meetings of the corporation and of the Board of Trustees and 
Executive Committee, and a record shall be made of the pro- 
ceedings of the same. He, with the President or one of the Vice- 
Presidents, shall execute all contracts and instruments on be- 
half of the corporation. He shall keep the seal, archives, and 
correspondence of the corporation, and affix the seal when 
authorized to do so by the President or Executive Committee. 

Section 7. The Treasurer shall receive and disburse the 
funds of the corporation under the direction of the Board of 
Trustees or Executive Committee. He shall keep the accounts 
of the corporation and books belonging to it, which shall at all 
time be open to the inspection of the Board of Trustees, and 
shall report the financial condition of the corporation quarterly 
and at such other times as he may be requested so to do by the 
President or the Executive Committee. 

Section 8. The compensation of such officers and agents as 
the Board of Trustees decide should be entitled to receive com- 
pensation shall be fixed by the Board of Trustees or the Execu- 
tive Committee if it be authorized so to do by the Board. 


ARTICLE III 


ADVISORY COUNCIL 


Section 1. The Board of Trustees may create, by its appoint- 
ment, an Advisory Council, composed of such persons as will, 
in its judgment, by counsel and advice, assist in advancing the 
interests of the Museum. 
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Section 2. The Advisory Council shall hold such meetings 
as are called by the Board of Trustees; shall meet with the 
Board when so requested, shall receive such reports as to the 
affairs of the Museum as the Board shall submit, and shall con- 
sider and report upon to the Board all such questions as shall 
be submitted to it by the Board. 


ARTICLE IV 
COMMITTEES 


Section 1. The Board of Trustees shall elect annually an 
Executive Committee of five, to hold office until their suc- 
cessors are elected and assume office. A majority of said Com- 
mittee shall at all times be members of the Board of Trustees, 
but, in the discretion of the Board, a minority of said Committee 
may be composed of persons not members of the Board. The 
President and First Vice-President shall be ex-officio members 
of the Executive Committee. The Board of Trustees may also 
elect such other committees as they may deem proper and fix 
their duties. 

Section 2. The Board of Trustees or the President shall have 
power to appoint committees from time to time for specific pur- 
poses and fix their duration and authority. 

Section 3. All committees shall cease to exist at the same 
time as the Executive Committee, unless a shorter time of 
existence is specified by the authority appointing them. 


ARTICLE V 
EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 


Section 1. The Executive Committee shall have immediate 
charge, control and regulation of the Museum, and general 
charge of appropriations and of the affairs of the corporation 
when the Board of Trustees is not in session, but neither the 
Executive Committee nor any Officer or agent of the corpora- 
tion shall incur any expense, liability or indebtedness for the 
corporation except pursuant to an appropriation or to a vote of 
the Board of Trustees at a regular or special meeting. 

SecTion 2. At all meetings of the Executive Committee 
three members shall constitute a quorum. 
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ARTICLE VI 
MEETINGS 


Section 1. The annual meeting of the corporation shall be 
held on the third Thursday of November or the day thereafter 
to which said annual meeting shall be adjourned. 

SEcTION 2. Special meetings of the corporation shall be called 
at any time by the Secretary upon the order of the President or 
upon the written request of any three Trustees. 

SecTION 3. At all meetings of the corporation, seven mem- 
bers of the Board of Trustees shall constitute a quorum. 

Section 4. Regular meetings of the Board of Trustees shall 
be held at the Museum on the third Thursday of each month 
unless some other time and place is designated in the notice 
thereof by authority of the presiding officer of the corporation. 


ARTICLE VII 
CLASSES OF CONTRIBUTORS* 


Section 1. Contributors of money, securities, or other 
property to the Museum, or in trust for its use, whether by 
gift, devise or bequest, shall be eligible to election by the Board 
of Trustees of the Museum to the following classes, correspond- 
ing to the value of their respective contributions. 

Founders: Those who were originally instrumental in pro- 
viding for and promoting the foundation of the Museum. 

Foundation Benefactors: Those whose contributions are of 
the value of not less than Five Hundred Thousand Dollars. 

Endowment Benefactors: Those whose contributions are of 
the value of not less than One Hundred Thousand Dollars. 

Benefactors: Those whose contributions are of the value of 
not less than Twenty-five Thousand Dollars. 

Fellows in Perpetuity: Those whose contributions are of the 
value of not less than Five Thousand Dollars. 

Fellows for Life: Those whose contributions are of the value 
of not less than One Thousand Dollars. 

Fellows: Those contributing the sum of One Hundred Dollars 
per year. 

Life Members: Those contributing the sum of One Hundred 
Dollars.

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CONSTITUTION AND BY-LAWS 


Sustaining Members: Those contributing the sum of Twenty- 
five Dollars per year. 

Annual Members: Those contributing the sum of Ten Dollars 
per year. 

Organization Members: Corporations, clubs, and other organ- 
izations which shall contribute Fifty Dollars per year. 


PRIVILEGES OF CONTRIBUTORS 
ANNUAL MEMBERS 
SECTION 2. 
Annual members shall have: 

(a) A ticket admitting the holder and his family and a 
non-resident friend, to the Museum at all times when 
it is open to the public. 

(b) Ten complimentary tickets each year admitting the 
bearer once on a pay day. These tickets must be 
signed by the member by whom they are issued. 

(c) Admission for said member and one member of his 
family to all lectures and receptions given by the 
trustees at the Museum, to which all classes of mem- 
bership are invited. 

(d) The Bulletin as issued and a copy of the Annual Report, 
together with other publications issued by the Museum 
for free distribution. 

(e) Clergymen, teachers, artists, art students, librarians 
and social workers may be admitted to the above 
privileges on the payment of five dollars. 


LIFE MEMBERS 


Life Members shall have all the privileges of Annual Mem- 
bers during life. 


SUSTAINING MEMBERS 


Sustaining Members shall be entitled to the same privileges 
as Annual Members with the same privileges for their families 
and two guests and in addition thereto, ten tickets of admission. 


FELLOWS 


Fellows shall be entitled to all of the privileges of Sustaining 
Members and in addition thereto, to invitations for themselves 
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and members of their families to special receptions given in the 
Museum by its Trustees. 


FELLOWS FOR LIFE 


Fellows for Life shall be entitled to all the privileges of Fel- 
lows during life, and their names shall be carried perpetually 
upon the records of the corporation as contributors to the 
Museum. 


FOUNDERS, BENEFACTORS, AND FELLOWS IN PERPETUITY 


Founders, Foundation Benefactors, Endowment Benefactors, 
Benefactors, and Fellows in Perpetuity shall be entitled to all 
privileges accorded to other contributors and, in addition 
thereto, Founders and all classes of Benefactors shall have their 
names inscribed upon a tablet or tablets to be erected in or upon 
the Museum for that purpose. The names of Founders, all 
classes of Benefactors, and Fellows in Perpetuity shall be 
recorded and carried perpetually upon the records and publica- 
tions of the corporation under their respective classes, and any 
contributor in each of the said classes shall have the privilege 
of appointing a successor to all the privileges of his class, which 
said successor may in turn appoint a successor to such privi- 
leges and so on in perpetuity. No designation of a successor to 
such privileges shall, however, be valid unless the same shall 
be in writing and filed with the Secretary of the Museum, or 
provided for by Last Will and Testament; provided, however, 
that in case neither of these conditions shall be compiled with 
the executor or executors or administrator or administrators of 
the deceased may nominate a successor to such privileges, sub- 
ject to the approval of the Board of Trustees. 


ORGANIZATION MEMBERS 


Organization Members shall be entitled to five copies of all 
publications issued to annual members; to five transferable 
membership cards which shall entitle any employee or member 
of the organization to admission to lectures or to the Museum 
on pay days; to one hundred guest tickets for the use of em- 
ployees, members, or their friends, each ticket being acceptable 
for one admission on a pay day. 
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SecTION 3. The Board of Trustees may from time to time, in 
its discretion, elect Honorary Fellows of the Museum. They 
shall have the privileges of Fellows for Life. 

Section 4. Membership in all classes shall depend upon 
election by the Board of Trustees. 

Section 5. Proper diplomas, certificates, or receipts, in form 
to be approved by the Board of Trustees, shall be issued to all 
classes of contributors hereinbefore mentioned, evidencing their 
respective contributions and appointments. 

Section 6. The right to determine the value of all contribu- 
tions to the Museum shall reside in the Board of Trustees. All 
classes of Fellows and Benefactors shall be credited with the 
value of their respective gifts until the same shall amount to the 
minimum value constituting eligibility to a higher class of con- 
tributors, at which time they may be elected to such higher 
class by the Trustees: provided, that this section shall not be 
applicable to election to the class of Founders, and provided 
further, that annual payments by Fellows shall not be so 
credited unless the same are paid regularly in consecutive years. 
The Board of Trustees may, however, in its discretion and upon 
proper cause shown, reinstate lapsed fellowships and give such 
credits for contributions of all classes as it may deem just. 


ARTICLE VIII 
BY-LAWS, RULES AND REGULATIONS 


By-laws, rules and regulations not inconsistent with the 
charter of the corporation may be adopted, amended or re- 
pealed at any regular or special meeting of the Board of Trus- 
tees by a vote of a majority of the Board present at such meet- 
ing, provided that the proposed by-law, rule, regulation, or 
repeal, shall have been proposed at a previous regular or special 
meeting. 
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FROM THE ARTICLES OF INCORPORATION 


“The name of said corporation shall be, The Cleveland 
Museum of Art.” ‘The purposes for which said corporation is 
formed are, * * * * * * * * * * to conduct and carry on * * * * * 
* * * * * 4 museum of art proposed to be erected * * * * * in the 
City of Cleveland; also to receive gifts, devises, or trust funds, 
for art purposes; to provide instruction and maintain courses 
of lectures upon art; * * * * * * to receive any and all such gifts, 
devises, donations, and works of art, as may be donated for 
exhibition in said museum of art and to do any and all things 
incident to the foregoing generally expressed purposes.
